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Teenage Suicide

Suicide, it does not 
discriminate or prey on a 
select group in society. Teen 
suicide, however, has been on 
the rise in this country and 
around the world. 

"It's no longer if but when 
you'll be affected by a teenage 
suicide," said Judie Smith of 
the Dallas Suicide and Crisis 
Center in Health Action, a 
newsletter printed in Char¬ 
lottesville, Va. 

Teen suicide has tripled 
since 1965. 500,000 teens 

attempt to take their own lives 
annually, 5,000 succeed, 
according to the National 
(Committee on Youth Suicide 
Prevention in New York 

The questions concerning 
whv teens turn to suicide as a 
solution to their problems 
remain unanswered Several 
hypotheses have been made in 
an effort to explain thisdrastn 


step in resolving life's periods 
>f depression. 

Suicide is an impulsive, 
jermanent response to 
jroblems that are temporary. 
Smith said the reason teens 
urn to suicide is because they 
lave never learned to cope. 
Common emotional problems 
hat have been the cause of 
?uicides are death, divorce, 
iroken romances, and trouble 
>r failure at school or in sports. 

Four teens aged 17 19 years 
>ld took their lives in a garage 
n Bergen field, N.J March 12 
iv carbon monoxide poison 
ng. This much publicized 
Multiple suicide led to a rash of 
•opycat suicide attempts 
throughout the country One 
mcceasful attempt also put in 
!he media spotlight were the 
luindcs of Nancy Gmotion, 
19. and heal friend Karen 
I mg an, I 7, also by 

monoxide poisoning 


Four days later, newspaper 
clippings of these suicides 
were found in the room of a 17- 
year-old Meadows, Ill., youth 
who also killed himself by the 
same method. Coordinator of 
Hollins Counselling, Mikey 
Hayes said these youths 
identify with each other and 
rationalize that if they found 
their solution that way, then it 
will be my way tot). 

The incident of pop singer 
Yukiko Okada, 18. in Japan is 
an example. Alter a tailed 
romance the young singer took 
her life by jumping off a 
bridge.

To the Editor 


Much to my dismay. I have 
observed several dishear 
tening things taking place 
within the Student Body these 
days There are no excuses 
worth printing for incidents 
recently transpired First of 
all, Hollins is a college; not a 
parochial school That means 
the students have tremendous 
responsibilities to themselves 
and to their college. No one 
else is obligated to take care of 
you here. College life is 
supposed tp prepare students 
for the REAL WORLD. As has 
been said before, this is the 
REAL WORLD. 

Student leaders have been 
elected by the Student Body. 
Yes, they have responsibilities 
to their constituents; but the 
constituents also gave 
responsibilities to the leaders. 
Without this relationship 
functioning, neither party in 
question has a right to 
complain. If students are not 
pleased with how things have 
gone, they have neglected 
their duty long ago by not 
making their presence or 
opinion recognized. 

The Student Senate is not 
exclusively the place for SGA 
Officers and voting members. 

It is a place for the members of 
the Student Body to voice their 
concerns. Five weeks before 
Graduation is hardly the time 
to question plans that took 
months to coordinate. It is a 
pathetic situation when 
students abuse Senate in the 
way they did April 14. There 
are procedures to be followed; 
there are basic etiquette rules; 
and there is common decency. 


A a President of the SGA. I 
cannot help but be ember 
reseed by the actions of many 
upeet students Being upeet is 
always understandable, 
walking out in herds after an 
issue has been discussed, 
without having the courtesy to 
wait for adjournment by the 
Chair, is blatantly ugly. 

What has happened to 
shared responsibility? The 
situation to which 1 refer is the 
petition that came before 
Senate requesting a change in 
the Cotillion schedule. This is 
not an issue subject for debate 
after posters have been 
ordered, tickets printed, and t- 
shirts produced. Each class 
has Campus Activities 
representatives. They are your 
voice in a committee 
discussion. It is more than 
disgraceful to have to explain 
how a committee works. The 
members of a committee are 
the voices for each class, and 
the Chair never has the soul 
opinion. A Committee decision 
is precisely that; a Committee 
decision. Perhaps under¬ 
standing of that elementary 
principle will send many a 
student an important 
message; a student embar¬ 
rasses herself when she 
questions decided event plans 
of the Chair of a Committee in 
a formal Senate meeting. 
Questioning can certainly 
take place. That is important, 
it always has been. Firing 
squad tactics are juvenile and 
disrespectful. 

I don't think the people 
involved in such a display 
have any idea of the life 
student leaders live. Commit¬ 
tee Chairs and Presidents 
have two or three meetings a 
day, and live, eat, and breathe

approach the solution of a 
problem in such a rude

In addition to the treatment 
of student leaders after they 
have been elected, I think it ia 
imperative to address the 
treatment of student leaders 
BEFORE they are elected. 
Voting is paramount in 
importance. Some students 
are seeking and running for 
the very positions you will 
later want working for your 
interests. If people do not vote, 
and quorum is not reached, 
you will not have elected 
officials; and for that lack of 
basic respect, you do not 
deserve to have them. 


I hope my message has been 
clear, as a student you are 
responsible to make choices, 
give opinions, and help the 
system. Not one complaint 
should be taken seriously that 
comes from an irresponsible 
member of the student body. 
The irresponsible ones do not 
deserve even that, but as 
student leaders, we are 
bothered by loud dissidents. 
More than anything else, keep 
in mind how the student leader 
probably feels before you 
make your violent leap.

To the Editor 

At the Senate meeting on April 
14. the teeue of the formal 
evening of Cotillion Weekend 
wax addreeaed by eeverai 
concerned students presenting 
a petition signed by 254 
students. This number 
represents approximately one- 
quarter of the enrolled student 
body. 

The petition addressed 
changing the formal evening 
from Friday to Saturday 
Seven reasons were included 
in the position. Paraphrased, 
they included: 

1) Many out-of-town dates 
have already made arrange¬ 
ments to arrive late Friday 
night after completing classes 
for the week. Also, VMI cadets 
have Saturday classes and in 
order to be at the formal 
function, must he driven hack 
that same night, since only 
seniors are allowed cars. A 
risk is run of having many 
intoxicated cadets and dates 
on the road late at night. 

2) “North Tower,” playing 
Saturday night, is a more 
appropriate band for a formal 
college event. Emphasis will 
be on the music and dancing, 
rather than the band 
members. The “White 
Animals,” on the other hand, 
are returning to the campus on 
a trial basis following a three- 
year ban from Hollins due to 
their behavior and the 
rowdiness they inspired. 

3) The Campus Activities 
Committee, understanding 
the reluctance of many 
students to wear full formal 
attire to such an event, relaxed 
the rules of Cotllion to “black- 
tie optional,” thus denying the 


campui 


of it. 



When thi. petition was 
presented in Senate, it was met 
with denial. The fact that 
approximately one-fourth of 
the campu. united and 
constructed a petition with a 
list of disagreement, in under 
two day. counted for nothing. 
Perhaps thi. explain, why 
apathy is so prevalent on 
campus. 

Elected representatives are 
to represent the campus that 
elected them. Our student 
government is based on the 
form that governs our country. 
The Congressmen of the 
United States search out and 
respond to public opinion. Has 
your representative asked 
your opinion cosistently about 
campus issues? It was 
reported during the Senate 
meeting of April 14, that on the 
Campus Activities Committee 
the motion for the formal 
night to be Fri., was passed 
unanimously; yet one-fourth 
of the campus is against this 
decision. It seems obvious that 
the representatives are not 
searching out public opinion. 
They need to respond as 
Congressmen, which includes 
seeking out public opinion 
throughout the campus. If our 
elected committees claim to be 
doing this when in fact they 
are not, they are lying. 
Perhaps this should be 
considered an honor court 
offense.

AID. No, a letter has not 
been left off of this monogram. 
AID stands for Advisors-in- 
Dorms. The AID program 
existed before 1977, when ti 
was replaced by the RA 
(Resident Assistant) program. 

The purpose of the AID 
program was to provide 
Hollins with trained peer 
conselors. The selection 
committee searched for such 
attributes as sensitivity, 
awareness, good judgement, 
emotional stability, a sense of 
responsibility, and a sense of 
humor. AIDs were also 
supposed to be in good 


academic standing. 

Preparation and training 
for the AIDs took place in a ten 
day period before school 
began. Training also conti¬ 
nued during the academic 
year. AIDs were required to 
attend a class once a week that 
dealt with such areas as first 
aid. This class was worth four 
credits on a pass/fail basis. 

In 1977, the program was 
revised. The AID program 
became the RA program. The 
new program's goal was to 
‘‘help foster a community life 
that enriches and expands the 
experience of the classroom, 
one in which all are learning to 


live and work responsible.” 

Requirements to be selected 
as an Ra has not changed all 
that much. Trainig still 
requires attendance two weeks 
before and two hours weekly 
during the academic year. No 
academic credit is given 
Unlike the AID program, RAs 
are paid the equivalent of a 
full-time student campus job. 

Ten years after after its 
inception, the RA program, 
striving to reach its goal, is 
still going strong. The RA 
program strives to provide 
pro-active rather than 
reactive attitude toward their 
residence situations.
